Out*®of court the four children 
and “Nhe widow agreed to divide the 
$30,000,000 estate equally. ° 

Under the terms of the-will as Mr. 
Morris drew it, the estate would have 
been held in trust for 15 years and each 
of the five principal heirs would have 
r@ceived $500,000 and an annuity of $15,- 
000. Instead the heirs received $6,000,000 
each in cash and securities, 

Those who shared in his estate were 
the widow and the four children—Mrs. 
Maurice L. ‘othschild, Mrs. Henry C. 
Schwab, Ira L. Morris and Edward Mor- 
ris. The contest over the will was be- 
tween Edward Morris, the eldest son, 
cn the one hand, and the widow and 
three other children on the other.

Leading St. Louisans Favor Cook — 
in Polar Controversy; Some Have 
Harsh Words of Censure for Peary 


Dr. Cook is the favorite with St. 
Louisans in the race for greatest dis- 
tinction between the Brooklyn man and 
Commander Robert E. Peary, judging 
by the expressions of a number of 
representative men and women inter- 
viewed by the Post-Dispatch. 

Much the greater number say they 
are for Cook, One makes allowance 
for the state of mind of Peary when he 
learned that Cook claimed to have 
beaten him to the pole, The others are 
reserving Judgment until more facts are 
known. Of those interviewed, not one 
came out strongly for Peary. \ 

It is evident from the expressions 
given that Peary has hurt himseif by 
denying Cook and asserting that he is 
an impostor. “There is no possible ex- 
cuse for Peary’s abuse of Cook,” is the 
strong way that the Rev. D. S&S. Phelan 
puts it. 

Here are some of the in‘orviews: 

Says Peary Is Ill-Bred. 

Father D. 8. Phelan, (editor of the 
Western Watchman): I am with Cook 
first, last and all the time. Peary has 
shown himself to be an ill-bred fellow. 
He has been blustering around as 
though, figuratively speaking, he hed |

Silvers said 
he had left her because of her queer 
actions, which led him to believe she 
was becoming mentally unbalanced. I

Trouble Over Hodsework. 


Mrs. Tripp told Mrs. Silvers she would 
have to do her share of work about the 
house, but Mrs, Silvers insisted she was 
a guest and did not intend to do any 
of the housework. This caused many 
quarrels and Monday my wife asked me 
to tell Mrs. Silvers that she would have 
to do part of the work. Mrs. Silvers 
overheard this and said she would ‘get’ 
my wife. 

Mrs. Tripp had four children, all of 
whom were at school when the tragedy 
occurred. The children are Anthony, 18 
years old; Anna, 16 years old; Irving, 12 
years old, and Sidney, 10 years old. 
When the police arrived at the scene. 
enly one revolver was found in the 
apartments and qight empty shells and 
two cartridges were found, showing that 
the revolver was emptied and reloaded 
during the fierce struggle. The furnish- 
ings of the apartments were in disorder 
and in every room were there evidences 
of the desperate siruggle waged between 
the two women. 

Mrs. Tripp was fully dressed, but Mrs. 
Silvers was in her vunderclothing and 
nightgown. It had been Mrs. Silver's 
custom to take a nap in the afternoon 
and it is evident that she had prepared 
for this as usual. 

The appearance almost simultaneously 
of the two women at different en- 
trances to ihe apartment each scream- 
ing for help and the knife wounds suf- 
fered by both had at first led the police 
to advance the theory that there was a 
third person in the tragedy instead of 
its being simply a battle between the 
two women or @ murder «nd suicide. 


Shots Not Heard. 

One strange feature of the tragedy 
is tnat no one heard any shots. The 
appeals for help weré heard but .no 
one made any attempt to enter the 
apartments until after the police had 
been called. 

Shortly after 3 o’slock in the after- 
noon Mrs. Iripp apoeared in the hall- 
way in the front of her apartment 
screaming for help. 

“J am being murdered in here,’’ she 
ghouted to a neighbor, who had opened 
her coor when she heard the screams. 
Mrs. Tripp immediately closed the door. 
At almost the same2 time a woman in 
a nightgown was seen at the rear en- 
trance of the apartment by the janitor. 

“Come quick and save me,” she cried. 
“ty am being killed.” 

When the apartment was entered pic- 
tures had been broken and chairs over- 
turned. In a bedroom off the parlor 
Mrs. Tripp was found lying on the floor, 
fully dressed. She was dead when

Monday Mrs. Steinbruegge wrote a 
letter to the Post-Dispatch asking aid

boy. The only clew she had came from 
a stranger who called at her home and 
told her that her former husband was 
in Winnipeg, Manitoba, and that the 
son was with him. 

The Post-Dispatch sent a telegram to 
Brown at Winnipeg asking him if Julius 
was ‘with him and telling of mother’s/ 
desire to see him before she died. 

This telegram was forwarded to Brown 
at St. Paul, Minn., and Wednesday this 
answer came from Mrs. Steinbruegge’s 
former husband: 

“Answering yours to Wifnipeg. My

PLANS TO GET MORE TAXES 
FROM SALOONS UNDER LAW 


Excise Commissioner Revives Old 
Statute Compelling Saloon 
Men to Declare Their Stock. 


Hereafter Excise Commissioner Caul- 
field wil] require saloon keepers who 
ask a renewal of their licenses to make 
affidavit as to the amount of stock they 
have received in the six monthr preced- 
ing their application. This will be done 
for tax purposes and will be in fulfil)- 
ment of a law which has been ignored 
19 years. 

It has been the custom simply to fig- 
ure the dmount arbitrarily at $1000 a 
half year or $2000 a year, except in the 
case of four hotels—the Jefferson, 
Planters, Southern and Laclede, which 
return $3000 each for the year. 

There are 2248 saloons in St. Louis. If 
each paid a tax on $2000 worth of stock 
@ year the total stock on which taxes 
were paid would be $4,496,000 and the 
taxes would,be, at the rate of 60 cents 
on each $100 for school purposes, $26,- 
976, and at the rate ‘of 20 cents on each 
$100 for the city, $8992. 

If these taxes had been collected in 
the last 19 years and if the average 
number of saloons had been about what 
the number ig now for the eritire period 
~it often has been greater—the total 
amount received by the Board of Edu- 
cation would have been $512,544 and ve 
total amount received by the city $170

sent to a foundry to be cast upon mon- 
uments of a metal which would with- 
stand fire as wall as the natural effects 
of the elements, the men working in 
the foundry went on a strike because 
they feared that the handling of such 
matter would call down the wrath of 
God upon them. 
The surviving relatives of Knapp are 
not in sympathy. with many of his ‘be.

He has maintained the even tenor of 
his way and been rather reticent about 
what he thinks is conductive of longe- 
vity. He consented Thursday, ‘however, 
to tell his ideas to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, who found him handling heavy 
stones in an Alton quarry. 

‘Moderation is the niaifi thing,” said 
the husky nonogenarian, ‘“‘moderation in 
all things. 

“The best thing in the world to do if 
you want to live long is to sleep right. 
I believe in going to bed early and get- 
ting: @p early. -I retire at 8 p. .m. and 
am up-every morning by 4:30. I cook 
my own. breakfast. 

Wouldn't Giyeé Up Work. 

“Regular work” is an  esséntial— 
healthy, ‘wholesome work. I love my 
work and wouldn’t gtve it up for any- 
thing. I expect to keep on working as 
long as I.live.. I’ve got a fool notion 
that if I should quit I would die. You've 
got to work to keep your machinery 
running, If you sit around your mus- 
cles get stiff and your health suffers. 

“Man' is never better off than when 
he has some regular, routine daily la- 
bor.”’ 

Slater's love for his work -was evi- 
denced by the enthusiasm whith he kept 
at it even while talking. 

“Now, as I said, = believe in modera- 
tion. I have to have my bit of beer 
daily. (Slater is’ a native of England 
and ‘a slight cockney accent creeps into 
his speech now. and then.) I drink a 
Cime’s worth every day—a 5-cent glass 
in the morning before I go to work and 
another in tke evening to top off the 
day.

: WHAT is k REPUBLICAN? 

In his Boston address President Taft picture¢ 
Senator Aldrich as the Moses who is to lead the 
American people to the promised Idnd of a per- 
fect banking and monetary system. He said 
that the trend of thought in the minds of the 
monetary commissioners is “toward some sort of 
atrangement for a central bank of issue, which 
shall control the revenue and exercise a power 
to meet and control the casual stringency which 
from time to time will come to the circulating 
medium of the country and the world.” The con- 
text clearly indicated that the President is fa- 
vorably inclined to the project and we anticipate 
from his utterance the President co-operating 
with Aldrich in the effort to establish a banking 
and currency system controlled by a powerfy) 
‘banking corporation, With modifications we 
shall have a revival of the United States bank 
question. 

But Speaker Cannon, talking in his rough-and- 
tumble fashion, to the American Bankers’ Aggo- 
ciation in Chicago told them bluntly that he 


|} would not stomach new-fangled currency and 


banking schemes. He intimated that most of 
the men who ere urging new banking laws are 
either cranks or notoriety seekers. “Uncle Joe” 
made it plain that the present banking and cur- 
rency system which has “just growed” ts good 
enough for him. A few minor changes may be 
necessary. — 

The Speaker praised the recent revision of the 
tariff and declared that it would stand for a 
decade. But President Taft is expected during 
his Western tour to apologize for the failure 
of the Congress to meet the expectations of the 
people and to promise continued tariff tinkering. 

The Speaker condemned all plans for issues of 
bonds for waterway and cther great national 
projects. He unequivocally pleaged himself to 
oppose them, and his opposition is a majority in 
the House,

Our real estate men are Rooseveltian in the va- 
riety of their activities. In the height af the rent- 
ing season they find time to direct the course of 
municipal legislation, formulate new rules of con- 
duct for unscrupulous tenants, revise the building 
code (down), amend the sanitary laws (also down), 
and slap the wrist of the Civic seague. This is

soll. To abolish sewer vaults, our real estate folk 
argue, would impose a vast expense on landlords.

Trendall’s Hand Still Sere. 

Trendall’s hand is still too sore to 
allow him to box, but he went through 
a hard afternoon of work with Stahl- 
man, such as wrestling, shoving and 
ended up with about twenty nrinutes of 
shadow boxing. He had been out on 
ths road in the morning and will take 
a run through Forest Park almost every 
day up to the:day of the contest. 

“I have fought in California and made. 
go0d. I alsb earned the right ‘to fight 
main events in Philadelphia, which is 
anything but an easy task. If there’ 
was ever an ambition in my life it is 
before me now, and that is to beat this 
Bohemian, Memsic. There aré two rea- 
sons, One is that I never tried to claim 
fighter’s forfeit when he was hurt or 
unable to fight. Another is that, al- 
though I am a native born St. Louisan, 
nobody here seems willing to give, me 
the credit that they do in any other 
city in which I have boxed. I’m from 
Missouri and I hope to show that I can 
box when I meet Memsic.”’
